One of the unfortunate tendencies of 
popular government in recent years has 
been to replace conscientious statesmen by 


statesmen in national life has decreased 
perceptibly since the days of Blaine, Tilden 
and Hoar, while the breed of politicians 


guinea pigs. Despite the fact-that the pro- 
fessional politicians have gained a very 
bad name for themselves in all countries, 
the State of California is wholly under their 
control.

That is the price we 
pay for turning our government over to a 
political machine.

VALUABLE CITIZEN 

The general citizenship of the com- 
munity, as well as the membership of St. 
Paul's Pro-Cathedral, will be interested in 
the celebration on Sunday of the fourteenth 
anniversary of Dean MacCormack’s rector- 
ship in that parish. | 

Under his leadership the parish has ad- 
vanced, numerically, financially and in the 
things of the spirit, as have few other units 
of the same type in this country. 

Ite communicant list has grown from less 
than 800 to over 1600, in spite of the dim- 
culties confronting a downtown church in 
maintaining a stable membership.

a churchman. Exceptionally gifted as a 
speaker and possessing a rare felicity in 
phrases, he has been constantly in demand 
at public gatherings. Profoundly human 
in his outlook on life, his common sense 
and cordiality have bound to him as strong 
friends hundreds of persons outside his im- 
mediate congregation,.men and women of 
every faith and of none.

NSANITY AND CRIME . 

How shall we frame laws that will pro- 
tect from criminal punishment individuals 
who are not responsible for their acts of 
violence but are the victims of diseases or 
pathological or chemical conditions, without 
affording a loophole through which vicious 
and adroit scoundrels can ? This is 
one of the most serious problems by which 


society is confronted. It is attracting the 


attention of the medical fraternity, 
well as of the humanitarians. 

Insanity is rightly held to be a defense 
against punishment for crime. But the 
term insanity is something of an abstrac- 
tion. Under the old standards a man was 
held to be sane if it could be shown that, 
at the time the offense was committed, he 
was aware of the nature of the act and the 
consequences thereof 

But scientific research:has disclosed vari- 
ous diseases which affect the mentality of 
the individual that were heretofore unsus- 
pected. Hidden traces of abnormal condi- 
tions have been found that, when corrected, 
remove the vicious tendencies, the patho- 
logical or, chemical conditions that weaken 
and render impotent the human will. 

Are we to continue to treat these victims 
of physical conditions as conscious crim- 
inals? If not, where is the line to be drawn 
that will protect the innocent without en- 
dangering the public safety? 

Dr. Max G. Schlapp, professor of neurolo- 
gy at Post-Graduate Medical Hospital of 
New York,-recently gave a remarkable in- 
terview on this subject. He is, said to have 
done “a great deal of pioneering in the field 
of criminal mentality and the neurological 
aspects of criminality.” He said, among 
other things: 

Twenty years ago the very term “en- 
doctrine system” was unknown and the 
science of the ductiess glands had no - 
standing. Today our knowledge of the 
endoctrines and their influence on every 
function of the nervous system {n man 
promises to revolutionize our whole un- 
derstanding of human behavior. We 
know that many men commit crimes 
because their thyroid glands or other 
glands are out of order. We under- 
stand now that many unfortunate hu- 
man beings are unable to control them- 
selves under temptation or in the face 
of other arousing stimuli, because there 
is some derangement in the glands. It 
fs now certain that these endoctrine or 
gans control the workings of our nerves 
altogether, including the workings of 
the brain. 

Granting this to be true, what are we g0- 
img to do about it? 

Dr. Schlapp goes on to say, “At least the 
well-informed among us know that many 
men who commit crimes are not respon- 
sible for their acts, but are the victims of 
pathological or chemical conditions 
that many men ifn our prisons should be ifn 


hospitals and sanatoriums .. . that a’ 


|very large proportion of the men sent to 


prison for felonious breaches of the law are 
sick men who can be cured of their illness. 
But we continue to treat these men as 

s and monsters. We continue to tor- 
ture them and cage them and judge them 
| according to stupid and obsolete standards. 
And we fail to give them help or light, 
though both ere at hand.” 

But Dr. Schlapp recognizes the danger 
of the interference of maudlin sentimental- 
ism in the trial and punishment of those 
guilty of criminal acts. He has not been 
able to fix the line of differentiation be- 
tween the victims of disease and the con- 
scious criminals. He says, “There are many 
criminals who are dangergus, rapacious and 
intractable—even though they may be vic- 
tims of the troubles we now begin to un- 
derstand. Society must protect It- 
self against these people, and in the pres- 
ent state of progress we have no better way 
than confining them where they can do little 
harm.” Then he proceeds to ask, “Are we 
to go on hating and abhorring a man who 
breaks our rules, or shall we, because we 
know what happened within him, sympa- 
thize and help him?” And he comments, 
“This is by nO means merely a humanita- 
rian problem, but an economic one, for the 
cost of punishing men for acts opposed to 
our codes is ene of the largest charges 
against taxation.” 

That insane persons should be treated as 
criminals is intolerable. But, judging from 
past experience, the trouble we shall expe- 
rience in the study and solution of this 
problem is not that we shall do too little, 
but too much. Few men or women are 

physical specimens. Unscrupulous 
lawyers will be ready to offer the slightest 
physical defect as an evidence of mental 
derangement. 

Science is always instructive, but often 
misleading. To the squabbling of attorneys 
in- our criminal cases will be added the 
wrangling of experts and near-experts. 
enter that fleld we must seize our courage 
with both hands, lest it escape us. But, 
whatever the inconvenience and the bur- 
den, we cannot afford to continue to fill our 
prisons with individuals who are not men- 
tally responsible for the infractions of the 
written law which they have committed. 
The responsibility for administering crim- 
inal justice is the real “white man's bur- 
den.”

Of all facts connected with the 
present-day renascence of poetry 
and public interest in it none is 
more likely to intrigue the mind 
than the way the much-criticised 
“younger generation” are taking 
up Shelley.

Statistics are, of 
course, unavailable; but «a fair 
amount of inquiry around libraries 
and second-hand book stores makes 
this statement safer than most such 
generalities. And the interest 
shows no symptoms of being a 
mere fad. 

It seems incengruous at first. 
The contempt with which most of 
today’s youth regards the “classics” 
is so notorioug that it fairly ranks 
as a social] phenomenon. Dickens, 
Scott, Thackeray, they mention (if 
at all) with derisive politeness; 
Mark Twain bores them to tears; 


rence of Longfellow and Tennyson. 
Any reputation of over five years’ 
standing they suspect, and one of 
a decade they assail with astonish- 
ing bitterness. Yet they read the 
“gentle Shelley.” In the name of 
all that’s marvelous, why do they?

But during the swim back to 
shore certain ideas came, stimu- 
lated perhaps by the unusual ac- 
tivity. After all, this theory of the 
arch-rebel has its points. It is 
quite possible that Shelley's re- 
fusal to accept any doctrine that 
did not fit his personal experience 
has been the beginning of many an 
enthusiasm for his poetry. “A fel- 
low-feeling,” etc. 

None 
of Shelley’s best poetry features 
the rebel very conspicuously. That 
job he instinctively left to Byron, 
who made a sublime mess of it. 
No, ‘things like the “Adonais” and 
“Prometheus Unbound” are nearly 
pure poetry, and destructive only 
by implication. And no true read- 
er of Shelley reads “Queen Mab” 
more than once. 

So one must look in his poetry, 
not his propaganda, for the reason 
Shelley is being read by the young- 
er generation. Can one find it in 
“Tonight,” that flawless bit of in»

Russian Snow Ball. 

Similar in some respects to 
Boski Ball, described some time 
ago. Russian Snow Ball, as its 
name implies, is a game especially 
adapted to winter sport. For the 
ball, a round stone may be used, 
or a hard snowball. 

Holes are dug in the snow in a 
straight line, one hole beyond the 
other, each large enough to hold 
the ball. There dhould be just as 
many holes as there are players 
and each should be numbered. 
For instance, if there are seven 
players the holes are numbered 
1, 2, 3, 4, 6, 6 and 7. Beven is 
the farthest number. Three or 
four yards from the nearest hole 
to the players (Hole 1,) a_ hori- 
zontal line is trampled down inthe 
snow; this is pitchers’ base. 

The firet pitcher (No. 1) goes 


of holes, and tosses the snowba!! 
or stone. The ball scores for him 
as many points as the number of 
the hole into which it has fallen. 
Tf he has thrown it into the fifth 
hole*he gains 6 pointa, the same 
number determining the 
pitcher's turn.
